The health 
of those whose professions call upon them to 
speak im public, has been found to suffer leas 
than that of the solitary stadent. Public speak- 
ers, it is true, sometimes injure themselves by 
overacting thei par; but this is their own fault 
The individual whe dies a martyr to lon 
nued vociferation, merits but little sym y-— 
Midnight studies ought undoubtedly to be avoid- 
ed as in the highest degree pernicious to health. 
The morning has been allowed, by all medical 
writers, t6 be the time best adapted for study. 
It is, aleo, however, the most proper season for 


conti 


exercise, while the stomach is empty and the 
spirits refreshed by sleep. The studious should, 
therefore, spend the morning occasionally in 
walking, riding, or other manly exercise in the 
open air. Every studious person, as well as every 
individual engagod in sedentary pursuits, should, 
indeed, make exercise a part of his daily business, 
and, if possible, should allow nothing to interrupt 
his hours of recreation, any more than those de- 
voted to study, or to the calls of his profession 
It has been the roproach of the learned, that 
with the view of relieving the mind when fa_ 
tigued by study, they have, in too many instan- 
ces, resorted to the use of ardent spirits. Sti- 
mulating hquore, and a prolonged or intense ap- 
plication to the mental powers, produced nearly 
the same eflects upon the body; when both are 
united, the constitution very rapidly sinks under 
their influence. Were the student, when his 
spirite begin to flag, to mount on horseback, and 
gallop ten or a dozen miles, be would find it a 
far more effectual remedy than any cordial me- 
dicine in the shop of the apothecary, or all the 
strong liquors in the world. We may observe, 
with respect to those kinds of exercise which 
are most proper for the students, that they 
should not be too violent, nor ever carried to 
the degree of excessive fatigue. They ought, 
also, to be frequently varied, so as to give ac- 
tion to all the different parts of the body; and 
should, as often as possible, be in the open air. 

In general, riding on horseback, walking, 
working in the garden, or other active diver- 
sions, ace to be preferred. But as a celebrated 
writer, who was himself a professed student, 
has very properly remarked, ‘‘a solitary walk 
or ride, merely for the sake of exercise, and with 
no other object to stimulate our progress, as 
it all the ut 
found rather hurtful than advantageous, —

The mind stil meditates in solitude, and the 
body at the same time labours; so that both are 
exhausted at once, and the student returns to

With regard to the diet of the 
studious, we see no reason why they should ab 
stain from any kind of plain and wholesome 
food, provided they use it in moderation, eating,

fo a long time previously. { is not surpriae- 
ing that few of the houses that resorted to 
lthem could keep their ground after such dia- 
closues;—and as the nature of the transactions 
made them dependent on each other for mu- 
‘tual support, it im as little to be wondered at 
lthat the whole of them should fall together.— 
It need not be doubted that these events will 
tend to bring about that reform in our sys'em 
of trade which is so much to be desired, and 
which circumstances so imperiously call for. A 
letter received this morning from Glaggow, a 
place which has been gradually mek this 
| sort of purification for some time past, speaks of 
the change, but perhaps with rather too much 
lconfidence, as already accomplished in that 
great manufacturing district. The writer, who 
jis a gentleman retired from business, remarks, 
| speaking of Glasgow, that ‘ commerce and ma- 
nufactures are procecding in a course that onght 
to be abundantly satufactory, with very partial 
| diminetion as to extent, and with a remunera- 
tion we cannot too soon learn to consider ade 
quate. Nothing but that which has been mani- 
fextly wrong in pringiple or practice has been 
lopped off. All seem to be acting on a system 
of cautious and calculating yet persevering en- 
terprise. IT can learn no instaaces of failure, 
though so many have occurred bere, the causes 
of which cannot be traced to wild speculation or 
most ill-judged confidence, uphela by paper in 
various shapes.” ‘These few sentences form, in 
fact, the true description of ihe great failures 
that have occurred perhaps since the war, as 
well as of the state to whi h trade ought quiet- 
ly to subside, now that the English merchant 
has a competition to sustain with the whole of 
the Continent. The distress at Paisley and 
other places, according to the writer of the letter 
above quoted, is not to be ascribed so much to 
the diminution in the quantity of the fabrics 
made there, as to the changes caused, by which, 
even now, improvements are constantly making. 
As an instance of this, it is mentioned, that all 
varieties of figured muslins are now produced, 
wrought by a machine instead of the female 
hand, Needles with two points are now pre- 
pared, the eye in the cen're acting as the tinger, 
twenty of which, directed by one person only, 
work the pattern simultaneously the whole 
width of the muslin. The distress of the work- 
ing glasses is not of course the less to be deplor- 
ed on account of the ingenuity of the machinery 
here described; but, as regards the extension of 
our trade, it is the price perhaps we must now 
necessarily pay for it.’” 


In our selections from the Lonvon papers, 
we seldum think it worth while to include 
the tirades of party editors against the lead- 
ing men of either side.

The 

Archbishop and Count Rosenblad then took the 

Crown from the Altar and placed it on the 

Queen's head. The Count de Lowenhielm, as- 

sisted by the Archbishop, took the Sceptre from 

the Altar and delivered it into her Majesty's 

hand. The Orb was presented by the Baron de 

Lowenshold. The Herald of the Kingdom then 

proclaimed the Coronation, according to the an- 

cient formula:—** Now is crowned Queen of the 

Swedes, Goths, and Vandals, Eugenie Bernhar- 

dine Desiree, she and no other.”” The vaults 

of the temple immediately resounded with music 

and shouts. The Clergy chaunted a Te Dewm, 

and salutes were fired by the forts and the navy. 

After the Archbishop had pronounced the Bene- 
diction, the Queen approached the King on his 

throne, and received his congratulations; she 

then returned to her own throne, and received ~ 
the congratulations of the Prince and Princess 

Royal, the Lordsof the Kingdom, the Marshal 

of the Order of the Nobility, the Speakers of the 

other Orders, the Ladies of the Lords of the 

Kingdom, and the Grand Mistress of the Ward- 

robe at the head of the Ladies of the Court. The 

procession returned to the Palace in the samo 

order that it had come to the Cathedral. Aa 

immense concourse of the inhabitants of the 

capital and the provinces testified their attach- 

ment to her Majesty by reiterated acclamations, 

No accident occurred to throw a gloom over the 
rejoicings of the day. The 22d was a grand re- 

ecption day at Court for congratulations to be 
offered to the Queen.—The Coronation fetes, 
which will be numerous and splondid, will begin 
to-morrow.
